NORTH DAKOTA 
FUTURITY SHOW. 


September first, the final deadline date 
for entries in the Futurity Class of the 
North Dakota Winter Show at Valley City, 
found 93 North Dakota breeders having 
nominated their herds for the 1945 event. 
A total of 197 calves, calved since January 
1st, 1944, have been entered in the show and 
their owners have guaranteed their showing 
by depositing a ten-dollar entry fee with 
the manager of the show. 

A. J. Dexter, Agricultural Development 
Agent of the Northern Pacific Railway and 
manager of the show since its inception in 
1942, reports that the show has made a sub- 
stantial growth each year and that the 1945 
entry is the largest thus far. 

The Futurity class is unique in that it is 
confined entirely to bull and heifer calves. 
The requirements are that: All calves are 
to be bred and owned by the exhibitor, but 
that exhibitors owning the dam at time of 
birth are included; final designation of the 
calves must be made by January Ist, 1945, 
and the manager must be given positive 
identification of the calf at that time.

Dr. Hocking Herd 


goes to California 


A long distance telephone cal 
Angeles, California, recently tinea 
G. Hocking, of Devils Lake, North Dakota, 
from the business of breeding Aberdeen: 
Angus cattle in which he Specialized f 
twenty-one years. bi 

The call came from Lisle Shel 
retary of the Pacific Coast Ateneo ine 
Breeders’ Association, and breeder of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle. 


During the conversation which ran slight- 
ly overtime, Mr. Sheldon purchased the en- 
tire Hocking herd consisting of twenty-sey- 
en cows and calves at foot, and rebred to 
Blackcap Barry 2d, International Liye 
Stock Show prize winner owned jointly by 
Hocking and W. A. Plath, Agassiz Farms 
Davenport, North Dakota. 


Sheldon purchased the cattle outright, 
without ever having seen them, relying en- 
tirely upon the pedigrees of the animals 
and the integrity of the owner as a breeder, 
The cattle were purchased by Sheldon to go 
into his own herd and those of Ed. Biag- 
gini, of Cayucos, and Ted Lynn, Moorpark, 
California. 


Is it the usual thing to buy a herd of reg- 
istered Aberdeen-Angus over the telephone? 
It is not done every day, but it was not the 
first long-distance telephone deal between 
the two men. 


In 1948, Sheldon contacted a goodly num- 
ber of different breeders in different 
states, and was impressed with the breeding 
and blood lines in the Hocking herd. Also 
he was so impressed with the honesty and 
frankness of the doctor in his correspond- 
ence that he wired bids of $400.00 each to 
secure four of the Hocking heifers offered 
in the June, 1943, North Central Regional 
Sale held at Valley City, North Dakota. 
These four heifers were not delivered im- 
mediately to California, but were returned 
to the Hocking farm to be bred to Black- 
cap Barry 2d. Here an incident, or accident 
happened which did much to raise Sheldon’s 
esteem of the Doctor. One of the heifers 
became lame and naturally Dr. Hocking 1n- 
formed Mr. Sheldon, offering to supply a 
better heifer in her place, and as a result 
had a pleased and satisfied customer, who 
telephoned one September morning and 
bought one of the finest herds of regis 
tered Aberdeen-Angus in North Dakota. 

All of the females in the Hocking herd 
and calves at foot were included in this 
transfer leaving but two imported cows, 
owned in partnership with W. A. Plath, of 
Davenport, and the two herd bulls, Black- 
cap Barry 2d, and Erico 20th of Page, Te-

upon the meat industry are heavy and un- 
predictable. We must take care of our men 
and women in the service—wherever they 
may be. Responsibilities are being assum- 
ed in liberated nations and their inhabi- 
tants must be fed. So while the meat pro- 
ducers and meat packers and meat retailers 
are working full speed, there are surpluses 
and scarcities on the home front. 

Beef and veal are hitting arf all-time high 
production record. Pork hit its production 
peak several months ago, and has now be- 
come a scarce meat item. Lamb varies in 
different parts of the country—being in 
good supply west of the Rocky Mountains 
and not so plentiful in other areas. Here’s 
the story behind the meat supplies:

term “lean non-rationed beef,” easily under- 
stood by homemakers, seems advisable for 
use in referring to what the Government 
calls “utility” or “grass-fed” beef. 


Pork is Scarce! - 
In contrast to the re ;

point beef, pork is (in 
scarce. The War Food =) 
Administration recent- 
ly ordered approxi- 
mately one-third of all Phe 
Federally inspected 
pork to be set aside for 
Government use. Simply stated, this means 
less pork for civilians while military and 
other governmental needs are being met. 


Hog Producers Comused 


Almost a million fewer hogs were dressed 
during July and August than during the 


1944 spring crop of 56 million pigs will be 
ready for the market before October and 
November, with the bulk expected to reach 
the markets during December, January and 
February, 1945, the normal months for the 
heaviest run of hogs.

For the present, wom- 
en won’t find all pork 
cuts they want. For 
while the Government ~~~ 
set-aside order is 30 

per cent of all pork produced under Federal 
inspection, higher percentages of some pork 
cuts are being set aside. This includes a 40 
per cent set-aside for hams, and a 70 per 
cent set-aside for pork shoulders (including 
picnics and Boston butts). Such demanded 
cuts as these will probably be scarce even 
during the heavy pork season. 

Supplies of pork loins, hams, shoulders, 
slab and sliced bacon, and spareribs are 
short. Pork sausage and luncheon meats 
are available in plentiful quantities. Canned 
meats will be affected by the set-aside or- 
der, too.

The Newcomer Is Stumped 


For that Matter SO ARE 4c EXPERts)

Just a few days ago, September 20th, 
1944, to be exact, we received the following 
letter from one of our readers: 

Dear Mr. Hahne: 

A few days ago I received the pedigrees 
of some of my cattle and was surprised to 
note that two of my cows do not have a 
family name. This is something I do not 
understand as I thought all Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle belonged to some one of the fam- 
ilies. 

Naturally these pedigrees have caused a 
number of questions to arise in my mind, 
some of which are: 

1. How did the family names orig- 
inate and when? 

2. How many families are there? 
(I would like to have a list of them 
and a brief history of their origin and 
development). 

3. What percentage of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in America does each 
family represent? 

4. What is considered to be the 
family most sought for and therefore 
the most popular? 

5. What percentage of registered 
Aberdeen-Angus in America are with- 
out family names? 

6. How do Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
without family names sell in competi- 
tion with those having family names? 

7. Can new families be founded now 
and if so what are the rules or re- 
quirements for the founding of a new 
family? 

I realize that you are too busy to 
answer these questions fully for me but 
I am wondering if you can refer me to 
some literature that will enable me to 
reach a full understanding of these 
things. Your help will be sincerely ap- 
preciated. 

If I may make a suggestion it would 
be that a few articles in the Journal 
covering these points would be espec- 
ially interesting to the hundreds of new 
breeders who have entered the field in 
the last few years. I suspect it would 
be of interest to many of the old breed- 
ers, too. The other day I talked to a 
man fifty years of age whose father 
was in the pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
business before him and who has been 
a breeder all of his life and he did not 
know the answer to any of the above 
questions.

Perhaps you wonder now what kind of 
an answer was sent to this breeder. It is 
hard to start right in and answer such a 
list of questions without going into a lot of 
research, and even then it is possible that 
the wrong answers would be made. I would 
like for the foremost experts in Aberdeen- 
Angus history to come to the aid of this 
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man, and if you qualify, or think you can 
answer even one of these questions, feel 
free to send this office the information so 
that it can be published. 

I tried to give this man what seemed to 
be the most logical answers, so starting 
through my answer to his questions, this is 
what I wrote: 

(1) How did family names originate and 
when? 

Family names originated with the regis- 
tration of the first cows in the Scottish 
herd books, these are entitled the ‘“Polled 
Herd Book, containing the pedigrees of 
Polled Aberdeen or Angus Cattle’. The 
first issue was published in May, 1862. It 
was commenced twenty years prior to that 
date but in 1851 a fire took place in the 
Highland and Agricultural Society’s Mus- 
eum in Edinburgh and destroyed all the ma- 
terials collected. In 1857 work of collection 
was resumed. The first volume contained 
1031 pedigrees, 287 bulls and 744 cows and 
heifers. 

The first importation of Aberdeen-Angus 
to the United States was made by George 
Grant, of Kansas. The first herd book pub- 
lished in the United States was in the year 
1886 and contains 5,200 entries, 2,250 for 
animals owned in America and the remain- 
ing 2,950 entries were for the ancestors of 
these animals. 

The book was published under these re- 
quirements: (A) animal itself, or its sire 
and dam are recorded in the eighth or prior 
volumes of the Polled Aberdeen or Angus 
Herd Book. (B) The animal is the produce, 
by a registered sire, of a cow that had pro- 
duce in the eighth or prior volumes of the 
Polled Aberdeen or Angus Herd Book. 

It might be well to add a line here and 
state that our understanding is that no 
more than 300 copies of each of the first 
volumes of the American Herd Book were 
ever printed. Of late years as many as 
500 copies are printed. However, such in- 
crease in the number of copies does not con- 
cern breeders desiring to have a full and 
complete set of books. There can be no 
more than 300 complete sets available, even 
if no copies have been lost. Many breeders 
have incomplete sets of books and quite a 
large number of books were destroyed in 
the stock yards fire several years ago. 

(2) How many families are there? 

The actual count taken from the Holbert 
family tree system is of 176 recognized 
families of the Aberdeen-Angus breed. Cer- 
tainly all cattle have a family name, so the 
full count would be larger than that of the 
recognized families. Included in the Hol- 
bert tree are many families that are hardly 
ever heard of, and he has omitted a few 
branches of recognized families, such as To- 
lan Blackeaps, Lantz Blackcaps, Missouri 
Barbaras, etc., however these are stems 
from the original families and trace direct- 
ly to one of the foundation dams of a cer- 
tain family line. 

We are reprinting the Holbert listing of 
the family names. This reprint will carry 
the family name, name of the foundation 
sire and dam. This list was prepared by

(3) What percentage of Aberdeen-A 
gus cattle in America a 
represent? ae family 

This is a question that woul i 
great deal of research and | doe it 
could be handled by anyone at this time due 
to the shortage of help skilled enough to 
do this sort of work. The value of the 
answer would hardly be worth the cost of 
assembling the data. However it is our 
idea that the Blackbirds, Blackcaps and 
Pride families probably are the most num- 
erous. 

(4) What is considered to be the family 
most sought after and therefore the most 
popular? 

This is another knot that is hard to un- 
tie. The answer is that certain families 
are sought after in different sections of the 
country. I once heard a man from Missouri 
talking to a man from Kentucky, said the 
Missourian: “I bought a Witch of Endor 
the other day”, and he was very well pleas- 
ed with himself for getting one of these 
bought, however the Kentuckian answered 
him, ‘‘What the devil is a Witch of Endor?” 

The truth is that some families remain 
almost forgotten for a number of years and 
then jump back to the front suddenly. The 
Juana Erica family has always been one 
that all breeders considered a top quality 
family, however I have heard many leading 
breeders remark that they have yet to see 
the perfect female representing the Juana 
Erica tribe and too few of them are even 
outstanding. This remark is perhaps true 
of many of the recognized families and such 
a remark can be based on our ever increas- 
ing demand for females of better type and 
quality for our breeding herds. 

Possibly the most popular families are 
the following, and included of course would 
be all branches of each family named: Bar- 
baras, Blackbirds; Blackcaps; Prides; Eri- 
cas; Miss Burgess; Elbas; Queen Mothers; 
Georgianas; Witch of Endors, the last two 
mentioned being well known, but not very 
numerous. 

(5) What percentage of registered Ab- 
erdeen-Angus are without family names? 

All registered Aberdeen-Angus trace to 
some foundation female, although many 
trace to females that are so lost to the 
minds of the breeders that it is not worth 
while to designate them as foundation fe- 
males. Get one of the first herd books and 
start looking through it and you will see 
that many just trace back to the statement 
such as this illustration taken from the book 
at random (No. 2483 Minnie of Cevidly 
(3160) Cow bred by John Anderson, Fer- 
neyhowe, 1872, Owner, Wm. Ronald. Sire, 
Major 3d 617 (662) dam, ————————

It seems that every time 
T make a trip into Illinois that a_ sale is 
scheduled at Congerville, so many sales have 
heen presented that we have lost track of 
just how many annual selling events this 

ast sale made, however I am sure that a 
statement to the effect. that more cattle are 
offered at public auction at Congerville dur- 
ing each year than at any other one sale 
site, would be absolutely correct. — ; 

The foresight of these breeders is evident 
in that they have claimed dates for three 
sales in 1945, two spring sales and one fall 
sale, and there is a possibility that they will 
schedule a quarterly sale and reduce the 
numbers of cattle offered in each event, so 
that about one hundred head will sell in 
each sale. 

One of the largest crowds on record was 
present at this fall sale, cattle were of high 
quality and were quickly divided among 
those present.

R. J. B. Zobrist would have been cata- 

logued along with a multitude of ten- 

ant farmers, that group of men, who 
through their own labor and what they can 
produce on their farms continue to pay rent 
and live on a farm that does nct belong to 
them, knowing that the harder they work 
and the more they improve this rented land 
the greater the chance that someone else 
will step in and buy the property. 

“Jake”, for his friends all call him by this 
nickname, realized that it takes a lot of 
work to pay rent and maintain a living on 
rented land. He knew that registered cattle 
had helped a good many renters to increase 
their revenue, and knowing this he purchas- 
ed some Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and event- 
ually purchased his own farm, just about a 
mile distant from the one he has rented for 
many years. 

In the year 1938 “Jake” purchased a reg- 
istered female by the name of Evergreen 
Erica Dell 5th, and at the same time pur- 
chased a non-recorded Aberdeen-Angus cow. 
At the time of his sale he stated that the 
registered females had produced double 
what the commercial cow had, and wished 
that he had purchased more registered fe- 
males when he first started. Like many 
breeders his cattle ate what would have 
been wasted on the farm otherwise, being 
turned into the stubble fields and following 
the corn pickers to pick up a living from

This should be further proof 
that this is not the place to bring tail-end 
cattle and to sell the culls of a herd, and I 
believe the officers who are responsible for 
this fast growing Association will see that 


this doesn’t happen again.

Mr. and Mrs. E. H. Heckett, operators of 
Heckmeres-Highland Farms, proved en- 
thusiastic hosts, and their hospitality was 
the cause of comment from all who attend- 
ed the field day. Besides providing the site 
for the field day, they also included a tour 
of the farm facilities and pastures, as well 
as their Aberdeen-Angus herd, which is con- 
sidered one of the finest smaller Aberdeen-

serve grand champion of the 1943 North 
Central Regional Show and Sale. The lat- 
ter herd sire, bought by the partners at this 
sale for $2000.00. 

To completely retire from the breeding of 
Aberdeen-Angus Dr. Hocking sold his inter- 
est in both bulls and the imported cows to 
W. A. Plath. The latter was for years 
County Extension Agent in Ramsey county, 
when his dentist friend first interested him 
in breeding Aberdeen-Angus. 

In the early beginning of his breeding 
work, Dr. Hocking chose to purchase two 
heifers from his friend Kenneth McGregor, 
at that time manager of the Hartley Stock 
Farm at Page, North Dakota. Not having 
any heifers available for sale at that time 
McGregor located some at the Glencarnock 
Farms at Brandon, Manitoba. Dr. Hocking 
stated, “That instead of selling me two 
heifers, that past master of breeding sold 


me eight heifers, and as the progeny of 
these heifers came along, I learned that it 
was one of the best things that could have 
happened to me.” Hocking further stated 
that “During his years of breeding Aber- 
deen-Angus, Kenneth McGregor was an in- 
spiration to me in my work with the cattle. 
He helped me all through the years. At 
times, I would become discouraged and de- 
cide to quit the game. Then I would go and 
see Ken McGregor, and I would come home 
feeling encouraged, enthused and many 
times with a new bull from either the Hart- 
ley or Glenearnock Farms, which has prov- 
en to be some of the best Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding in the country today. 

The fifty-four head included in this sale 
to Sheldon, Biaggini, and Lynn, does not. 
necessarily represent the size of herd once 
maintained by Dr. Hocking. In 1937 his 
herd totaled 427 black beauties on his 2000 
acre farm near Devils Lake which that year 
he sold down to fifty top animals and fol- 
lowing a sale in 1938—but nine remained. 
This auction was the first sale of regis- 
tered Aberdeen-Angus held in North Da- 
kota in recent years. Since then North Da- 
kota breeders have conducted several out- 
standing sales. 

The Hocking herd is rich in the bloodlines 
which have made the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed. tracing back to Blackeap Revolution 
and Revolution of Page 11th breeding, to 
Ensign of Page 20th, a son of Imported 
Mulben Portfolio and a son of Ensign of 
Page 14th by Eventuation of Page, and 
more recently to such bulls as General 6th 
of Page, Revolution of Page 43d, Blackbird 
Bandolier of Anoka 6th, Bandolier of An- 
oka and General of Ada. On the female 
side the herd consists of such prominent 
families as Ericas, Mulben Prides, Miss 
Burgess, Queen Mothers, Prides of Aber- 
deen, Blackcaps, Blackbirds, Karama, El- 
bas, Trojan Ericas, Elines and Juanas. 

In discussing the policies pursued in the 
management of his herd, Dr. Hocking says. 

“My plan of operation has been not only 
to breed the best cattle possible, but to con- 
centrate the best blood lines obtainable, and 
to always retain the best females in the 
herd. From time to time outstanding fe- 
males from other herds have been added 
with the idea of introducing new blood lines. 
Through the years, Kenneth McGregor has 
always been my councilor and he has con- 
stantly advised me as to the blood lines and 
the herd sires to be selected. To him, I 
owe my greatest debt for my success as an 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder.” 

Dr. Hocking retired from dentistry two 
years ago, leaving one of the finest dental 
practices in the Northwest. The Hocking 
Dental Clinic building at Devils Lake, built 
under his guidance, is regarded by dental 
authorities as being one of the finest in the 
profession. He spent last winter in Cali- 
fornia where he called on Lisle Sheldon and 
saw the four heifers purchased by Sheldon 
at Valley City. He told Sheldon about his 
herd and his partnership with W. A. Plath 
and as a result Sheldon sent back bids for 
two of the Plath heifers at the 1944 North 
Central Regional Sale at a sum of $1000.00. 

Dr. Hocking has now retired from dentis- 
try and the breeding of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. He will devote his time to his farm- 
ing interests near Devils Lake, and spend 
his winters visiting his many friends. North 
Dokota breeders are united in expressing 
their regret and disappointment on learn- 
ing of their loss of an outstanding herd and 
breeder. It is their hope that “Doc” will 
not forget his Aberdeen-Angus friends and 
that they can continue to count on his inter- 
est and enthusiasm for the breed at their 
many future meetings. 
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Let’s Face the Issue Sguarely 
The BUYERS do Appraise Our Cattle! 


By DICK HAHNE 


to beat around the bush and try to find 

a place to lay the blame when cattle 
offered for sale do not bring enough to suit 
the seller. If there ever was a seller’s 
market we have one this fall season of 1944, 
and when some consignments fail to bring 
as much as others there can be only one 
reason—the buyers on the seats appraised 
them and found them wanting. 

Let’s just pretend that you have decided 
to offer some cattle in a good consignment 
sale. Some of the breeders have selected 
good quality animals of the right type to 
sell. Their good cattle bring a good price 
and often-times when the sale is over the 
better quality cattle are the cheapest buys 
of the day. 

Suppose that you offer a bunch of dogs 
in the same sale. When I say “Dogs” I 
am using the gutter term applied to ani- 
mals that the selling force thinks are not 
the right type and quality and do not com- 
pare favorably with the rest of the offer- 
ing. You are offering them for one reason 
only, you can not sell them at home and 
you do not want to keep them in your herd. 

I have seen several sales in which the en- 
tire offering averaged at three hundred dol- 
lars. The top cattle sold brought between 
five hundred and eight hundred dollars, and 
some of the worst animals present brought 
right at two hundred. Which cattle were 


inn is absolutely no reason for us 


making the owners the most money? The 
“Dogs” at two hundred were selling far 
above their value and the top cattle at six 
and seven hundred were below par in com- 
parison for value received on money spent. 

I have also seen some cattle sell just 
above the hundred dollar mark, when the 
cost per head of sale expense is deducted 
the consignor will not have market price 
for his consignment. Who is to blame? 
What is the answer? What can be done 
about it? 

Certainly the consignors can not blame 
the ringmen and auctioneer because their 
cattle sold poorly. Neither can they blame 
the buyers on the seats, for those men are 
smart enough to realize that they do not 
want cattle that you will not keep in your 
herd. The answer is that we probably al- 
ways will have some men who use the auc- 
tions as a means to sell cattle they can not 
market at home. Nothing can be done about 
it if we allow ourselves to feel sorry for 
these men and continue to accept consign- 
ments of cattle that are not fit for our 
sales. At the present time, with transpor- 
tation difficult, it is almost impossible to 
find a sale committee with time, and gas 
to make a series of inspection tours to visit 
each herd consigning to the sales, especial- 
ly when the consignment is from a wide 
area and represents as many as twenty in- 
dividual herds. It is a job that would re- 


quire two or three days of travel 
few men - leave their work to 
purpose of examining the her 
are faced with the problem gn - 
consignor whether the cattle can be off i 
in their sale. Oftentimes these consj ms 
are friends, all are fellow breeders aaa 
seems the best way to cure sellers of t 
fering “doggy” cattle is to let them F 
them in the sale and learn that the ae

Do not think that all cattle selling cheap 
are doggy cattle. I can point out Several 
instances where cattle of value sold 
cheap. This was due to the fact that the 
sale was too large and after the first eighty 
or ninety head had been sold the buying 
market was pretty well glutted and the men 
on the seats found it possible to pick up 
some very nice bargains. This condition jg 
the fault of the sale managers in allowing 
the size of the offering to get out of hand. 

A good thing to remember in making a 
sale is that the bulk of the buyers are from 
the local area, and that the bulk of the cat- 
tle sold usually remain within a hundred 
mile radius of the sale. A few top cattle 
usually go farther away and go into the 
hands of established breeders, but the run 
of average cattle sold will stay close to 
home. 

During the fall season of 1944, the one

situation is very good. There can be no 
drop in the value of registered cattle as 
long as the percentage of registered stock 
is as low as it is in this country. Figures 
show that not much more than three per- 
cent of all live stock in the United States 
is registered. 

On a return trip from Chicago I chanced 
to get into conversation with a man from 
my home town. He is a hog buyer for a 
big Eastern packing company with branches 
here in the middle west. This fellow has 
buyers scattered all over this section and 
purchases about seven thousand hogs each 
day. We talked some of the hog situation 
and while I know very little about the pork 
industry I am well acquainted with many 
breeders of hogs. Our shop printed for 
several years both the Berkshire News and 
the Poland China World, and through the 
publishing of these two magazines I did 
learn something of the trend of hog auc- 
tions during that time. 

The conversation changed to the beef cat- 
tle industry and this head buyer said that 
the packers of this country realized the im- 
portance of the pure bred breeds and that 
the registration of live stock to make pos- 
sible the production of better herd sires 
was one of the biggest and most important 
items in the production of both beef and 
pork in this country. When the packers 
back us up in our work, and point out the 
Aberdeen-Angus as the packer’s favorite, 
we are indeed setting in an enviable posi- 
tion. 

We must always keep in mind that the ul- 
timate end of all live stock produced is the 
butcher’s block. Cattle are utilized only to 
convert roughage into beef for human con- 
sumption. We must stress the importance 
of producing better breeding stock, we must 
keep accurate records and must offer for 
sale cattle of top quality. The cattle you 
sell must warrant the highest appraisal of 
the buyers. No one else can tell you what 
they are worth out of your herd. If your

In addition to other information, this re- 
search is expected to furnish answers to 
such questions as the following: “What is 
the effect of freezing on the tenderness of 
the various meats?” “Should roasts, steaks 


and chops be defrosted in the refrigerator, 
at room temperature, in the cooking pan, 
or in water?” “Will the same methods for 
defrosting and cooking apply to boneless 
and bone-in meat cuts?” “Will the methods 
for defrosting frozen meat be similar in all 
methods of cooking ?” 

The preliminary phase of this research 
will involve a determination of the effects 
of freezing on the tenderness of meat. This 
will be followed by tests involving the de- 
frosting of meat by various methods. 

Many factors will be taken into considera- 
tion in this study, including the effect of 
different defrosting and cooking methods 
on palatability, including such factors as 
juiciness and flavors; shrinkage of meat 
during cooking, ease of carving, appear- 
ance of meat after cooking, and others. 
Fuel consumption and cooking time will 
also be studied. 

All kinds of meat—beef, veal, pork, and 
lamb—will be used in this research. All 


methods of cooking—roasting, broiling, pan-: 
broiling, frying, braising and stewing—will. 


be used. The study will involve both bone- 
less and bone-in cuts. 


Standard methods of defrosting and cook-

determining a Pure Bred Animal’s Value 


By PAUL SWAFFAR 


ONSIDERABLE has been said about 
Ee; the comparable, economic value between 

“pony” type cattle, middle of the road 
type, and extreme size. More times than 
not what has been said has been supposition 
and is often not based on proof. You can 
ridicule the “pony” cattle all you want, but 
if they are able to make in a commercial 
man’s herd more pounds of gain in relation 
to the feed consumed than other types of 
cattle, then they are the most valuable. Me, 
I-do not believe they will, but I cannot prove 
a 


The other day, for example, I talked to a 
man whose herd is made up primarily of 
these small type cows and he said essential- 
ly this, “My cows will winter on less feed 
than these big lugs. The calf will get fatter 
quicker and furthermore, they will do it on 
less feed, so why should I keep a bunch of 
elephants around because they happen to 
weigh more when they are mature or at a 
comparable age.” So you see, this fellow 
presents the other side of the question. That 
we have variations in types in all breeds, no 
one will question. Maybe we need them, I 
would not say, but there is certainly one 


definite type somewhere which will produce 
more beef for the American dinner table 
and will do it at less cost than will another 
type. Now, the problem is to determine 
accurately what that type should be. I say 
then that we need a guide that is a little 
more accurate than show ring winners alone. 
Please don’t misunderstand me, I would not 
ridicule the show ring. It has done more 
and will perhaps continue to do more than 
any other one thing to educate producers as 
to a desirable type. But I would say this: 
That there is often no consideration given 
to the amount of feed necessary to make a 
winner. This is true even in steer classes 
and is therefore, in some instances, mislead- 
ing. For example, it may take twenty-five 
cents a pound to finish a winner, whereas a 
lower place animal may have carried es- 
sentially the same finish and this finish put 
on at fifteen cents per pound. This differ- 
ence is of a great deal of importance to the 
beef man. I would state, furthermore, that 
in fitting a show animal that the cost of 
fitting should not be of primary concern. 
But what it costs to finish the progeny of a 
show winner is of primary concern.

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We need then to develop a mor 
progeny test. There res ati peli: 
done, particularly by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture and the Minnesota 
Experiment Station, but the wide use of 
progeny testing has been so difficult with 
beef cattle that it has never been accepted 
generally. 

There is no doubt about it, boys, when it 
comes to accurately telling whether or not 
a bull or a cow is a good one, the dairyman 
and even the chicken man have us licked 
hands down. When a dairyman selects his 
next herd sire, he considers how many 
pounds of butter fat and how many pounds 
of milk the bull’s ancestors produced. When 
the poultryman selects his stud rooster he 
considers how many eggs the rooster’s old 
lady produced. They have in each case, pro. 
vided they are willing to use them, accurate 
guides. Now, only through these records 
has the dairyman been able to increase his 
milk and butter fat production and _ the 
chicken man his egg production. Fortunate. 
ly for each of them, they have accurate 
measures. The dairyman can test and weigh 
the milk and the poultryman can count his 
eggs. 

Unfortunately for the beef man he has no 


such accurate measure and perhaps never 
will have, but I believe that we have paid 
too little attention to developing reliable 
progeny tests for the beef cow or bull. We 
ought to work more on such measures. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breed, for example, 
prides itself on producing more grand 
champions in inter-breed competition than 
any other breed. This is fine and the breed 
deserves a lot of credit. The Shorthorn 
breeders say that they can produce more 
weight for age than any other breed, and 
the Hereford breeder says that they have 
more rustling ability. All of these claims, I 
think, are justified and I would not for a 
minute belittle any of them, but none of 
them consider feed consumption per unit of 
gain. All right, we need to find these things 
out. 


What would be the proper plan or the 
proper procedure for accurate testing of 
various types within a breed and for test- 
ing individual sires? The first plan that 
I can think of would be for the National 
Associations to sponsor, perhaps financially, 
testing plants at regional stations or per 
haps state stations in cooperation with other 
state Experiment Stations or. the United 
States Department of Agriculture. I can 
see how it would be possible for such sta- 
tions to have herds of cattle which might 
be graded—we will say this herd pony type, 
this herd middle of the road type, and this 
herd large type. All right then, the produce

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Anyone that knows anything about cattle 
business can pick such a plan to pieces. 
You know, for example, that no two animals 
will respond to feed. alike even though the 
two are essentially of the same type. You 
know furthermore, that gain alone is not an 
accurate guide. If it were, Holsteins would 
probably drive all the beef cattle men out 
of business. You know that carcass grade, 
quality of meat, and selling price are im- 
portant considerations too. However, I see 
no reason why these factors cannot be con- 
sidered in evaluating an animal. It makes 
no difference much whether it costs ten 


cents a pound to put on gain or fifteen 
cents a pound. If it costs ten cents per 
pound to put gain on one steer and you can 
sell that gain for eleven cents; whereas it 
costs fifteen cents per pound to put it on 
another steer and you can sell it for eighteen 
cents—then it is a better proposition to feed 
the higher priced steer. So in accurately 
determining economy of production you will 
have to consider type, ancestry, gain in 
relation to cost, selling value, and quality 
in meat. These factors are the most im- 
portant to be considered. :

This means that Minnie of Cevidly 2483 was 
the foundation cow, she was sired by a reg- 
istered sire, but her dam had not been re- 
corded in the books. It was impossible to 
trace back to the first cow that started to 
produce black calves. The books had to 
start some place and they happened to start 
with Minnie of Cevidly as the foundation 
cow for some family. You may own an an- 
imal that traces to this cow, in fact, some- 
one has own descendants of this dam, that 
is unless her descendants ended up as bull 
calves and the lineage thereby broken. Be 
that as it may, what importance would you 
place in a pedigree with a family name 
“Minnie of Cevidly”. This is not meant as 
ridicule on this old time cow, nor upon her 
breeder and owners. Certainly we must re- 
member that in 1872, when Minnie was 
calved that she might have dropped calves 
as good as any, they could have been the 
best we now have to offer. 

(6) How do Aberdeen-Angus without 
family names sell in competition with those 
having family names? 

One trip to a sale will answer this ques- 
tion. The truthful answer is that the com- 
parison is very noted in almost all selling 
areas. However the variation is dependent 
on the location of the sale and quality of 
calves the female has produced. Established 
breeders won’t buy females without recog- 
nized names. 

(7) Can new families be founded? If so 
what are the rules or requirements for 
founding a new family? 

New families have been started in past 
years, usually as a branch from some rec- 
ognized family, however there have been a 
few really new families placed out in circu- 
lation, such as Chimera of Wheatland. The 
rules and regulations are unknown to me, 
but I am of the opinion that it is cheaper 
to buy recognized families rather than try 
to start a new une. To start a new family 
would require a lot of time, patience, show- 
manship and the ability to produce some

TEACH VALUE OF LOW 
HEAT IN COOKING MEAT. 

That low cooking temperature is a vital 
factor in saving meat, is borne out by con- 
timed extensive experimental studies on 
emperature control conducted by the Na- 
ional Live Stock and Meat Board during 
the past year. 

Cuts of beef, veal, pork and lamb have 
heen used in these tests. “Paired” or simi- 
lar cuts were weighed and cooked, one at 
ahigh temperature and the other at a low 
temperature, and the data carefully com- 
puted. Typical of results is the following: 
In one roasting experiment, two similar 
pieces of meat, each weighing five pounds, 
were cooked, one at a high temperature of 
50 degrees F., and the other 350 degrees 
F. Both were cooked to the same degree of 
dneness. The roast cooked at the high 
temperature lost three and one-half pounds. 
The one cooked at the low temperature lost 
ahalf pound. In this case the low tempera- 
ture saved fifteen per cent of the roast. 

In addition to holding down cooking 
losses, the work has shown that meat cook- 
a at a low temperature is more tender,
